This being the day prescribed by law for the meeting of 
the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Washington, the 
members elect of the House of Representatives convened in 
their Hall in the Territorial Capitol and were called to order by 
R. G. O'Brien, Chief Clerk of the Assembly of 1875. 

Messrs. J. C. Horr, W. B. Daniels, J. B. La Du and Amasa 
Miller were nominated for Speaker pro tem. 

Mr. La Du moved that the House proceed to vote by bal- 
lot, 

Motion carried, 

Upon ballot, Mr. J. B. La Du was declared duly elected 
and took the chair. 

On motion of Mr. Whitson, 

Mr. R. G. O’Brien was appointed Chief Clerk pro tem. 

Mr. Whitson moved that the House dispense with the fur- 
ther organization and proceed to the appointment of a commit- 
tee on Credentials to consist of 5 members of the House. 

Motion carried.
